Minor Outbreaks Reported. 

Reports from Moscow arti the prov- 
inces indicate that order reigned on Sun- 
@ay generally throughout the exten of 
Russia. Minor disorders are reported at 
Reva, Ushineff and one or two other 
places, but up to midnight no reports 
of serious tumults or loss of life have 
been received, and the attempt of the 
social democrats and social revolutionists 
to signalize May day by great anti- 
government demonstrations appear to 
have ben a failure. | 

Dispatches from Kazan, Tiflis, Sartof, 
Kronstadt, Rostov-on-Don, Kieff, Volog- 
da, Tomsk and other cities say the work- 
men observed the day as a holiday, that 
the shops were closed, and that quiet 
have been a fallure. 

Cossacks with Their Whips. 

In St. Petersburg the day was passed 
happily without a drop of blood being 
shed. The revolutionists found it im- 
possible to execute the programme of 
demonstrations and bomb-throwing 
which they so widely advertised,” the 
workingmen declining to sacrifice them- 
selves to advocate the propaganda of 
their self-constituted leaders, and the 
advertiséd meetings were attended chief- 
ly by spectators. 

Governor General Trepoff handled the 
situation but with a view to avoiding 
collisions and made his dispositions 
skillfully. Squads of cossacks patrolled 
the streets, reserves being held out of 
' sight in courtyards, and-the guard regi- 
ments were retained under arms in their 
_barracks, but there was no occasion to 
call out either. 

More or less tension and agitation 
| were apparent in the industrial quarters 
among workmen promenading under the 
eyes of cossacks with whips in .their 
hands, but otherwise the city wore al- 
most a normal appearance. The weath- 
er, which was cold and raw, perhaps 
acted as a deterant of trouble, as Rus- 
zians dislike physical discomfort. 

Day Closed with Tumult. 

The day wound up with a fumult in ote 
of the people’s parks, which occasion, 
while the merrymakers were dancing, 
Russian national dancers, agitators scat- 
tered , oclamations among the crowd 
and drove a scanty guard of police into a 
shalldw artificial jake. 
at a ganop, wielding their whips, rescued 
the police and made numerous arrests. 
It was noticeable that the Cossacks rode 
at wide intervals, evidently to minimize 
the effect of bombs should they be 
thrown. 

Governor General Trepoff is exceeding- 
ly pleased with the results of his pre- 
cautions and points out that order was 
exceptionally well maintained during the 
day without firing a ‘shot or inflicting a 
single injury serious enough tp warrant 
surgical or wospitai attention. He .at- 
tributes the success of his -measures 
largely to wholesale arrests of incen- 
diary leaders Saturday and Saturday 
night. He also praises the working popu- 
lation for its sensible stand.

Lawton, Okla., May 14.—It is estimated 


today from reports received from various 
towns in the “new country’’ that 5,000 
caves are being dug. City officials and 
town boards are urging ‘this, and some 
of them have passed ordinances requiring 
it. At Hinton, Okla.; this official public 
notice has been published: 

“On nights when clouds lgok at all 
dangerous, a sentry will be stationed, in 
the bell tower, provided with a repeating 
shotgun. If there ts aparent danger..ho. 
will ring the bell and fire a number. of 
shots in quick succession. Also any per- 
son who sees a storm coming when the 
sentry is not stationed will be expected to 
fire a gun.” 

Four More Deaths at Snyder. 

Snyder, Okla., May 1!4.—Four more of 
the persons injured in Wednesday night's 
tornado died today—Miss Mize, Mr. Paul- 
son, John McCart and Miss Buser— 
bringing tne total number of known dead 
to 117. A number of persons are miss- 
ing, and several of the injured are in a 
critical condition. Sightseers who came 
to town on tve railroad made trouble 
for the guards and nurses today. Much 
more welcome were 150 men who came 
from Hobart with tools and building ma- 
terial and gave their free service to put- 
ting partly wrecked houses into habita- 
ble condition. Relief is coming from many 
quarters—money, bedding, .clothing and 
food. , This assistance is urgently needed 
and supplies are being disiributed judi- 
ciously. There was no rain dwday., and 
conditions are more cheerful. A pocket- 
book containing $32 was picked up today 
19 miles from Snyder. . It ,belonged to 
Mrs. James, who was killed.

Parks, of the fourth ward, will 
expire. Mr. Burns will be reelected 
without opposftion. Mr. Parks is not 
eligible for reelection, for the reason that 
he has accepted the position of clerk to 
the board of park commissioners, and is, 
therefore, affected by the charter pro- 
visions relative to dual office hol@ing. 

For the position that is to be made 
vacant by the expiration of the term of 
Mr. Parks, Eugene M. Mitchell, a prom- 
inent attorney ,and Sam D. Jones, presi- 
dent of the Atlanta Stove works, 
been mentioned. The Constitution an- 
nounced this fdct yesterday m@ning 
and drew fhe following card frém Mr. 
Jones, which is self explanatory: 

“Editor Constitution: I am afraid that 
your reference in this mornin’s paper 
to my being a candidate for the position 
of school commissioner from the fourth 
ward is misleading. I never was a can- 
didate for anything in my life and on 
a former occasion refused absolutely the 
use of my name for this same position. 

“On this occasion, after refusing a 
number of times, I finally yielded so far 
as to say that if the people of my ward 
insisted on my services in this capacity 
and I were elected with practical una- 
nimity I would :not feel at liberty to 
decline to serve.

They will do so if promised a fair 
profit, if the goods handled are of such 
staple nature as to practically sell 
themselves, or if they are put up in 
a form likely to appeal to the pecu- 
liar taste of the natives. Otherwise 
they will carry the products of other 
nations and let those of America drift 
along as best they can. It sometimes 
happens that goods from this country 
thrive in the face of this indiffer- 
ence, a fact which probably explains 
even the restricted success of Ameri- 
can exporters. 

To overcome these obatacies, Mr. 
Whittam and others who are crusad- 
ing along the same line declare it is 
necessary, first, to send out Ameri- 
cans to look after American commer- 
cial interests in foreign countries; 
after these Americans’ reach their 
destination, they must study keenly 
the customs and the requirements of 
the people whom they wish to make 
patrons. If the Chinaman, the East 
Indian, the Australian or African de- 
‘ sires certain goods prepared in a cer- 

tuin manner, it should be the role of 
this higher class of drummers to see 
that they are satisfied, not to sell 
them, as Mr. Whittam says, ‘‘a buggy 
when they want a farm wagon.”

As to Guano Tags. 
(From The Commerce News.) 

Some time since the commissioners of 
agriculture of several of the southern 
states issued reports to the effect that 
the sales of guano tags were larger bddis 
season than last. Such statements were 
startling to all the people, especially to 
those who were so anxious that both the 
acreage and the amount of fertilizers 
should be reduced. Since these state- 
ments have been given to the public, 
many theories have been advanced seekK- 
ing to explain them, so that the hope 
might he entertained, that after all], the 
cotton acreage had been reduced at least 
25 per cent. First, it was contended that 
a much larger amount of fertilizers had 
been used under corn this year than ever 
before and in this way the sales had in- 
creased. No doubt this istrue. The corn 
crop has been increased this year, and 
it thas been fertilized liberally. Then it 
has been argued that the farmers have 
reduced vhe acreage in cotton, but used 
more guano per acre, and this is also 
true. But, these together, would not af- 
fect the increased sales of tags to the ex- 
tent that the 25 per cent reduction wou!d 
be insured. The next theory was that 
the tags had been used, the guano ship- 
ped from the factories, but remained un- 
sold in the ware houses in the cities and 
towns. That the merchants and retail 
guano men were stocked and that it 
would be carried over into another sea- 
son. This may be true in a few in- 
stances, but it is the exception and not 
the rule. There will be but little, if any, 
more guano carried over this season than 
before. Tihe next effort to explain the 
situation was the charge that manufac- 
turers had bought large quantities of 
tags that have never been used; that 
they have been found in the cars by the 
peck, the haif bushel and by the sack 
full. This statement we consider un- 
reasonable and untenable. And it car- 
ries on its face an indirect insinuation 
that the guano manufacturers have com- 
bined in an effort to fraudulently put the 
price of cotton down and keep it down. 
No man with a thimble full of sense, 
who is not blinded by prejudice, could 
for a moment entertain such an idea. All 
classes of people want cotton to bring a 


good price. 


cotton means prosperity in all lines of 
business. But of all classes of business 
men the guano manufacturer would be 
the last to join in an effort to put down 
the price. When cotton is high his sales 
are larger and his collections better. 
When cotton is low his sales are de- 
creased aind ‘this collections poor. ‘here 
is absolutely no reason that could be as- 
signed why the guano manufacturer 
should want low priced cotton. On the 
other thand, there is every reason why 
he should want, and does want, high 
priced cotton. The report recently cir- 
culated that they have smuggled tags 
to reduce the price of cotton is a mali- 
cious slander.

TENDER TRIBUTE PAID JOSEPH JEFFERSON 


BY VETERAN EDITOR HENRY WA1TERSON 


L 

H® not unexpected, but none the 
+ less melancholy, tidings of the death 

of Joseph Jefferson find me, one of 
the oldest of his friends, loitering among 
the highways and byways of the song- 
world and the picture-world he loved so 
well, and I must lay aside all else until 
Il have discharged my heart of its bur- 
then of memory and sorrow. 

During nearly fifty years his life and 
my Mfe ran close upon parallel lines. 
He was eleven years my senior; but, 
after the desultory acquaintance of a man 
and a boy, we came together under cir- 
cumstances which obliterated the dis- 
parity of age and established between 
uS a Tasting bond of affection. His wife, 
Margaret, had died, and he was pass- 
ing through Washington with the little 
breed of children she had left him. It 
made the saddest spectacle I had ever 
seen. As I recall it after 47 years, the 
scene of silent grief, of unutterable help- 
lessmess, has a present haunting power 
over me, the oldest lad not 8 years of 
age, the littlest a gir] baby in arms, the 
young father aghast by the sudden trag- 
edy which had come upon him. There 
must have been something in my sym- 
pathy which drew him toward me, for 
on his return a-tew a. gadis he 
sought me out and we fell the easy 
intercourse of est tablished relations. 

.l was recovering from an illness, and 
every day he would come and read by 
my bedside. I. had not: then -lost the 
action of one of my hands, putting an end 
to a course Of. study I had hoped to de- 
velop into a career. Ha was: infiniteiy 
fond of music and sufficiently familiar 
with the old masters to understand and 
enjoy them. His whole nature and tem- 
perament were catholic. He was an 
artist through and through, possessing 
a Sweet, not yet an uncultivated voice— 
a blend between a low tenor and a hig” 
baritone—I was almost about to write a 
“contralto,” it was so soft and liquid. 
Its fones in speech retained to the last 
their charm. Who that heard them 
shall ever forget them? 

Karly in 186i Mr. Jefferson came to 
me and said: “There is going to be 2 
great war of sections. I am not a north- 
erner nor a southerner. I cannot bring 
myself to engage in bloodshed. or to take 
Sides. I have near and dear ones north 
and south. I am going away and I shail 
stay away until the storm blows over. 
It "may seem to you unpatriotic, and it 
is, I know, unheroic.

Three remarkable services today marked 
the opening of the eight-day revival 


‘meeting Rev, Sam P. Jones, the famous 


evangelist, is conducting in his taberna- 
cle in thig city. 

Every train into Cartersville carried 
exiira coaches, and was packed to itg full 
capacity. and the big tabernacle, which 


holds 4,500 persons, could not accommo- 


date all those Who attended. Mr. Jones 
preached in the morning and at night, 
and the afiternoon services were conducted 
by Rev! J. T. Sexton, “the blacksmith 
evangelist,” of Knoxville, Tenn. In many 
respects this afternoon service was: con- 
sidered one of the most unique é6v 

held in the tabernacle. hice 

At gn «<@rly hour ‘this morning the 
roads leading into Cartersvill ¢ 
thronged with vehicles of all 
all going in one direction—toward the big 
\O0-acre park in which the tabernacle is 
located. All along the Western and At- 
lantic railroad from Atlanta in one di. 
rection and Chattanooga in the other 
men, women and children were assem- 
bling at railroad stations preparatory to 
boarding Cartersville trains. 

This is the first revival meeting that 
Mr. Jones das conducted in his home 
erty in nearly two years, and the interest 
manifested is all the greater on that ac- 
count, Heretofore it has been his custom 
to hold his home revival in the early 
fall, but this year it was decided to 
change the time to May. The services, 
which began today, will continue (three 


each day) up to and including the eve- 


ning service nexit Sunday, after which 
Mr. Jones will take the train for Knox- 
ville, Tenn.., where he is to conduct a big 


mecting. 


The Sam P. Jones tabernacle Mes on 
the western edge of the dity in surround- 
ings of great natural beauty, the entire 
grounds being heavily covered with vel- 
vely green grass and shaded by great 
spreading oaks. All roads were dusty, 
but onte inside the tabernacie grounds, 
the visitors were perfectly comfartable, 
for the cloudless sky anda the constant 
breeze rendered the day delightful. 

Throngs Came Early. 

About 10 o'clock the tabernacle. which 
consists of an immense roof, supported 
by pillars, and has no sides, began filling 
with Whe hundreds and hundreds who 
thronged the vicinity. The unpaved floor 
was covered with soft clean straw, and 
the benches had been drranged with a 
view tw the comfort of their occupants. 

Professor M. J. Maxwell, of Urbana, 
Ohio, who many years ago accompanicd 
Mr, Jones on his travels, conducted the 
singing, and Mrs. A. J. Pyrom, of La- 
gansville, Ga,, a daughter of Mr. Jones, 
presided at the piano. <A choir of sey~- 
eral dozen voices occupied seats on the 
big rostrum, 

A few minutes after !0 o’clock Pro- 
fessor Maxwell began the song service 
which lasted until nearly t! o’clock, the 
hour for the services to open. During 
this time a solo was sung by Mrs. A ‘BR. 
Conyers, 

Shortly before the hour set for the 
sernton Mr, Jones entered the tabernacle 
and mounted the rostrum, Aftér the in- 
vocation he began his morning sermon. 

At that moment several hundred peo- 
ple were ranged just outside the: taber- 
nacle and to these Mr, Jones directed his 
attention first. 

“Let everybody come inside,’ he sa}, 
Don't 
sit out there and yawp like a lot of 
buzzards. Those that have any sense 
will come in and find seats. The idiots 
will please get off the grounds. I shall 
ask the policeman to enforce the rule 
about this.” 

Mr. Jones believes that no audience can 
give strict attention to a speaker if there 
is conversation and constant motion of 
a second crowd just on the edge of that 
to which the speaker is addressing his 
remarks, 

“Sisters, Remove Your Hats.”’ 

A large number of men and women 
entered the tahernacle and those who 
could found seats. The remainder quich 
ly sauntered off and then Mr, Jones 
turned his attention to women’s hats. 

“Now, sisters, all of yuu remove your 
hats, if you please,” he continued, 
“there’s no joke abowg that. Wither re- 
move your hats or remove yourselves 
can't sit here and obstruct other 
peopie’s view ,of the preacher. That 
won't do at all, and if you don't want 
to take off your hats, then go h?me 
You have that privilege. But you can't 
stay in here and wear those hats. i 
mean what I say.” 

All over the vast audience hands went 
up to female heads, and in a very few 
seconds a spectator could not have fis 
cotered one of hundreds of beflowered, 
and befeathered bonnets that had se 
lately waved from one end of the taber- 
nacle to the other. 

“lf you sisters only knew," said Mr. 
Jones, “how much better you look since 
you’ve removed all that rigging from 
your heads you'd never put it on again. 
Why, you'Te really zood looking now.” 

Another hymn “was sung and then Mr. 
Jones took up the subject of finances. He 


said: 


“During these meetings there are going

Ladies and gentlemen are invited 
to come to the morning and evening 
meetings. 

“As I said before I’m tired of footing 
tiie bills for these meetings and if there 
isn’t the right kind of a response to the 
invitations to contribute I’m going to 
turn foose On some of these stingy old 
sinnefs of Cartersville, as sure ag you're 
born, I'll wake ft hot for them before 
I get through.’’ 

Mr.” Jc@es then named a number ot 
gentlemen in the audience to pass hats 
in the different blocks of seats, and there 
was quite a génerous response. He thén 
entereg yon his sermon proper. 

‘Do you know,’’ he said, ‘“‘who ig the 
erowned king In the realms of faith? His" 
name #F7rceham. God gave him the 
hardest task fo perform that any. man 
ever haa@, the sacrifice of his own son in 
obedience to the divine will, and Abraham 
obeyed without a murmur, the hang of 
God being all tkat stayed him from exe- 
cuting the command to the very letter. 

“Now. suppose Abraham had been sush 
a man ag nine-tenths of you are? Do 
you suppose if he had been we would 
ever have heard of him? Indeed not. 
Why, most of you might die. and as 
soon as the grass had grown on..your 
graves your departure would make n% 
more difference than the death of my 
horse, and he was a good horse, too. 

“The trouble with you is you want to 
do the easy things for God. You ‘can’t 
see your way clear’ to doing the hard 
things. I think I hear some stingy 
old sister now saying: ‘Ef ye want 
enny easy little things done, jest call 
on me.

“T havem’t any doubt in the worid that 
there are a great many men and women 
who often thank God for the man that 
invented- nickels.

Insects which injure the stalk: 
borer, Ampricerus fortis, cotton 
borer and snowy tree cricket. 

Insects which injure the squares 
bolls: Cotton square borer, © cotton 
“sharpshooters,’’ cotton leaf-bug, click 
beetle, cowpea-pod weevil, Bruchus ami- 
cus, acorn weevils and blister beetles. 

History pf Each Bug. 

A history of each bug is given, as are 
remedies which Professor Sanderson has 
experimented with and is in a position 
to recommend. The method most effec- 
tive against the more important of the 
pests may be summed up as follows: 

Cutworms: Much can be done to con- 
trol these pests by thorough cultivation 
of the land during late fall, winter and 
early spring. When the land is 
thoroughly plowed many of the cut- 
worms are exposed to abnormal weather 
and succumb, many are crushed, and 
still others are eaten by birds or insects. 
Then, too, when the land is fallow in 
early spring there is nothing upon which 
the cutworms can feed and they starve 
before the cotton is planted. If found 
abundant in spring, however, they may 
be best combated by the use of poison- 
ous traps. Grass, clover or other rank 
végetation poisoned with Paris green 
will be found effective if scattered. over 
the fleld in small bunches a few days be- 
fore the plarts appear. Bunches of the 
grass may be dipped in Paris green, one 
pound to the barrel of water, or a smail 
area of grass or clover may be thorough- 
ly sprayed and then cut and distributed 
from a wagon, These traps wiil be 
most successful where the land has been 
plowed some time before, for cutworms 
will often feed for several days where 
there is much vegetation which has been 
but recently turned over. 

Plant Lice: These may be _ readily 
destroyed by spraying with kerosenc 


and 


ter, yet, Professor Sanderson says, 
would hardly seem, judging from his ob- 
servations, that the use of such insecti- 
cides will usually be profitabie. Fall and 
winter plowing which will keep the fields 
free from weeds during the winter, will 
undoubtedly have a beneficial 
reducing the number of the lice, and in 
many cases will be the only treatment 
necessary.

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“No Evidence That David Hurst 


Was Peisoned, 


Jurors Believe Death Was from Nat- 
‘ural Causes—-Hurst Had Been 
in Bad Health—Reports of 
Poisoning Were Put in 
Circulation. 


Coroner Thompson held an inquest yes- 
terday over the body of David L. Hurst, 


.who died suddenly in a store near Fort 


McPherson Saturday afternoon. A re- 
port had been circulated that Hurst had 
talked About being poisoned just Defore 
he died, but no such evidence came out 
before the coroner's jury.. 

Hurst, who was a son of ex-policeman 
Hurst, was in the Insane asylum about 
four years ago. His health had not been 
good for 4 long while, and it is believed 
that he died from natural causes. He 
married Miss Willie Buchanan last 
March and had been boarding with his 
wife at 38 Stonewall street. 

Saturday he went to East Point, and 
later in the day he appeared in the store 
of R. L. Gaissert, at Knott's crossing, 
and seemed to be ill. He said he had 
eaten some. bananas. and they had mace 
him ill He asked for hot water and 
mustard, and these were given him. He 
laid down and rapidly grew worse. Ina 
short while he was dead. 

Some one in the store afterwards 
stated that he believed Hurst said th2 
banannas were poisoned, and that a 
friend had given the fruit to him. He 
was questioned about this, it is said, but 
he was unable to give an intelligent re- 
ply, as he was very ill. 

The verdict of the coroner’s jury was 
that death resulted from unknown causes, 
the jurors believing, however,’ that 
Htrst died suddenly from natural 
causes. 

In speaking of the case last night Cor- 
oner Thompson said: 

“There was nothing before the jury or 
in the case to warrant any suspicion that 
Hurst was poisoned either by himself 
on any one else. When I first heard of 
the death, and after I had looked into it, 
I decided that it was noth®ng more than 
the sudden death of a man in bad health, 
and as there were eye-witnesses an iIn- 
quest was unnecessary. So many wild 
rumors were circulated, however, that I 
decided to let a jury pasSs upon the mat- 
ter: There was not enough in the case 
to put the county to the expense of 
holding an autopsy.”’

“We are morta] down here,.and by no 
means free from the infirmities of human 
nature, but I am thankful that the cordial] 
relations of our people are not often dis- 
turbed by strife.

“The workingmen are made out of the 
same kind of clay that you are, and if you 
can’t avoid mistakes and occasional wrong 
don’t expect more of your employees. If 
ever you find yourselves losing sympathy 
with your men; let me suggest that you 
recall the wise remark of Dinah. This 
busy world has more work than al] of 
us can do, if we pull together, and our 
years and strength are few and small. 
Why should we waste them in styife and | 
bitterness while the sky is bh 
us and the earth gives its ing 
plenty for all? : 

“It is the history of huma 
that all strife ends in peace. This 
true of warring nations and sections and 
will be true eventually of the classes 
which at times have drifted far apart. 
The head and the body are obliged to| 
travel the same road, and the hands can-| 
not long wring the nose to spite the face. 
Conflicting interests cause strife at first, | 
but after awhile, when both sides have 
become more enlightened and the issues 
have been tried out, a basis is reached 
for an understanding that will provide 
for a reasonable settlement of differ- 
ences. I have an abiding faith that this | 
good time is coming for labor and capit- | 
tal. It is already here for sOme and it/| 
will come to the rest as soon as they 
are ready for it. 

“It is impossible to estimate the good 
results that would flow from such a con- 
dition. It is impossible to get the best 
that is in a man unless you have ‘his 
sympathy. Sympathy is a cheap com- 
modity that is sometimes very hard io 
get, and the price of it is above rubies.

Nitro-Culture Exposition. 


For more than a year past occasion1! 
article have originally appeared in promi- 
nent journals and were copied into ota- 


made by Dr. George T. Moore, of the Uni- 
ted States department of agriculture, io 
regard to the wonderful fertilizing ef- 
fects of the so-called “‘Nitro-Culture.”’ 
To quote from The National Stockman 
and Farmer of May 4: 

“Publ§c frferest in the cultgres for 
which suoh extraordinary claims ‘ave 
been made by writers for the press has 
been unusual. Few scientific discov- 
erles have aroused so much popular in- 
terest. The owner of a town lot and the 
owner of a farm alike have wondered 
whether it could be possible that science 
at a single bound, had made easy, cheap 
and swift the way to render infertile ‘and 
highly productive. The interest was in- 
tensified by the publication of a bulletin 
by the U. 8S. department of agricul- 
[ture containing many pages of testi- 
montals to the marvelous effects of nitr>- 
culture upon land. Strangely enc:igh, 
only one testimonial came from a 3'at2 
experiment station. The testimonials to 
its ineffectiveness, sent in by such men 
as our noted dairy writer Mr. Ligaty, 
were not printed. 

“Unfortunately, at this juncture, the 
supply of free cultures from the depart- 
ment for soi] inoculation became exhaust- 
ed and farmers were informed that ap- 
plications for material for use next 
spring should not be made before Sep- 
tember. !, 1905. The inability of the de- 
partment to supply all the demand may 
be readily understocd because public in- 
terest is very widespread, and tne ap- 
propriation available for the distribution 
limited the number of packages of fre» 
culture for the season, the department 
states, to ten thousand. 

“But commercial nitro-culture was upon 
the market, ready to meet the demand, 
The claims made in the advertising mat- 
ter of the principal! manufacturing cor- 
cern were as extraordinary, In character 
as the matter quoted In the beginning of 
this article. Such statements as the fol- 
lowing were attractive to the land 
owner 

“A new, sure and easy way has 
cently been discovered to make worn-out 
or poor land enormously productive with- 
out fertilizers and almost without ex- 
pense. Plants need nitrogen—cannot grow 
without it. Heretofore fertilizers have 
been needed to put nitrogen into the soil. 
Nitrogen is very necessary—'s the most 
expensive part of fertilizers. The new 
way is eaosier, surer, cheaper—it is to let 
nitrogen gathering germs feed the oer

This editor received quite a number of 
inquiries from farmers wer legen: 
country in regard to the reliability of 
these published reports. Doubtless many 
of the experiment stations were embar- 
rassed (certainly one-was) by thetr tn- 
ability to supply any information in re- 
gard to this new development of a 15- 
year-old discovery. They were probably 
also surprised upon reading the bulletin 
published by the United States depart- 
ment (written by Dr. Moore) to find that, 
while samples of the nitro-culture were 
sent out to some thousands of farmers 
throughout the country for verification 
experiments (the bulletin itself being 
based on the reports of a number of 
these fortunate recipients of samples), 
but one experiment station appears to 
have been taken into the secret. There 
is a short report from Director Wheeler, 
of Rhode Island, in the department 
bulletin. It looked very much like a 
purpose to ignore the several state sta- 
tions and spring a great discovery on the 
country without their aid and coopera- 
tion. 

The editor of The Stockman and Farm. 
er undertook to make @ thorough investi- 
gation,of the matter, and gives the re- 
Sults thereof in the issne of that jotrrnal 
of May 4. I give only the following 
summing up of Mr. Alva Agee in behalf 
of The. Stockman and Farmer: 

“There are many details for which we 
lack Space, and must content ourselves 
with a summary of the whole matter. 

“Essentially, the much-advertised dis- 
covery of the department was only that 
of a means of rendering the nitrogen 
gathering bacteria portable. This state- 
ment was made by Secretary Wilson and 
others; in the department. The bacteria of 
common leagumes are present in most 
Sweet sdils, and inoculation is useless 
where soil conditions are not friendly. 
But some soils do need jnoculation for 
eertain legumes, and for them there is 
gain in having bacteria in portable form 
and results are gotten. 

“The department has printed too mucn 
in glorification of its discovery and of 
nitro-culture, 
through its hands for publication 
azines, furnishing the illustration. that 
was full of wild, misleading statements 
calculated to do much harm. : 

“The booming of nitro-culture had two 
inspiring causes: One was the desire of 
the department to influence appropria- 
tion committees by making good, {if nos- 
sible, the discrepancy existing between 
its own results In scientific research and 
those of the stations in the vafious states 
that are asking for a more liberal shere 
of the money appropriated by the nation 
to agriculture. The other cause was the 
love of public recognition that lets us 
know men remain human even when 
they become great scientists. 

“The statement of nitro-culture manu- 
facturers are not justly censurable until 
the department become more conservna- 
tive. The state stations are beginning 
to warn the public, but the warning 
should be comprehensive. 

“The prediction made by a leader In the 
Des Moines conference of college an: 
station people that the department at 


seem justified, but a change of front and 
the taking of a conservative course would 
put it beyond criticism. The equipment 
for work is splendid, the departments ar- 
filled with scientists of note, and I »e- 
lieve that more. good work has been den2 
ufider Secretary Wilson than ever hefore. 
He has known how to get the necé@ssary 
funds, and that is essential. If the re's- 
tions of the various bureaus could be 
made more cordial through better or- 
ganization of the work, and if such ad 
vertising were abandoned as brings good 
scientific work into discredit with eci- 
entific people, and if there were the ckill 
to maintain the most cordial relatfon<« 
with all other groups of workers in sci- 
entific agriculture, the possibilities of the 
department for good to the people would 
be boundless. ALVA AGEE.” 
It seems that the essence of the sv- 
called discovery of Dr. Moore is a method 
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of developing the nirto germs so that 
small quantities thereof, in a dry form on 
cotton batting might be sent by mail. 
The gravamen of the complaint against 
the department of agriculture was its 
aiding and abetting a commercial exploi- 
tation of the discovery, whereby the dol- 
lars of the farmers were transferred to 
thertills of the “‘grdéund floor’’ producers 
of the nitro-culture, at the same ‘ime 
permitting, without censure, misleading 
statements in regard to the application 
and uses of the discovery to economic 
purposes or the farm.

STRAWBERRY INSECT. 

S., Stone, Ala.—I have been growing | 
strawberries for severa] years and have | 
never seen what I find this season—little 
brown or dark colored worm ! to I% 
inches long, about the size of half-grown 
cotton worm. They get in. berries and 
eat out to a shell. Pleage tell me some- 
thing about them and remedy. 

Answer—Your description is not suffi- 
icently full to enable me to say with 
confidence what the insect is, but I sus- 
pect that it is the larva of gortyra nite- 
la; -or “strawberry stalk borer,”’ which 
usually confines its attacks to the stalks 
and also the cobs of Ind@mn corn. I know 
but hand picking. If 
numerous you might dust the plants 
thoroughly with pure pyrethrum ‘or- in- 
sect powder. 
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WINTER PASTURE. 

R. i H., Holladay, Miss.—Will you 
please tel] me through your columns 
what will be the best forage for winter 
pasture on sandy iand, with a yellowish; 
clay for sub soil, and where I can get 
seed and when to plant and buy for the 
best results, and I pasture in winter 
and mow in. summer? i 

Answer: Remember that it is not prac. 
ticable to secure a good ‘winter pasture 
on poor land. For ordinary soil’ per-!
